The Alabama Resources 
Conservation Program (ARCP), 
enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama on, Janauary 30, 1985, 


established the Alabama Agricultur- 
al and Conservation Development 
Commission for the purpose of 
allocating cost-share grants to 


individuals for conservation 
purposes. This program, funded 
through interest on oil windfall 


profits is for the encouragement and 
financing of soil conservation, water 
quality improvement, and 
reforestation and forest 
improvement practices in the state.

1985-86 City of Elba budget 


nears $14 million mark 


The Elba City Council adopted a 
1.4 million-dollar budget Monday 
night, The budget will cover the 
fiscal year from October 1 through 
September 30, 1986, If projections 
hold true, the city will end the year 
with a surplus. 

Council member Jack Prescott 
was the only member not present at 
the short meeting Monday evening. 
He continues to recuperate from 
surgery and is expected back within 
a few weeks. 

The street department will take 
the largest chunk of the budget at 
$273,500. This will be consumed 
mostly by salaries and supplies, but 
will also include cost of using the 
county landfill for garbage and for 
the ongoing sidewalk repair project 

A close second is represented by 
the police department at $245,050. 
This too will be largely salaries, but 
$28,940 is budgeted for police car 
expense, Utilities, uniforms, 
training and travel consume most of 
the balance 

Repayment of borrowed money 
will take $185,086. This includes 
money borrowed to build schools, 
repair the reserve center, build 
sewer system, purchase city hall and 
the police station, as well as money 
borrowed last year to build the fire 
station, swimming pool and 
purchase a new fire truck, 


It will cost $95,200 to operate the” 


recreation department for the 
coming year. This includes $45,000 
in salaries, $14,000 for uniforms of 


teams, $12,000 to pay part-time 
officials at baseball, softball and 
football games Supplies are 


estimated to cost $12,000 and park 
maintenance $11,000 

Appropriations to the schools will 
be $61,000; library - $6,500; Senior 
Citizens Center $22,000, and 
Rescue Squad - $3,500, are the major 
items in the $125,000 appropriations 


budget. Coffee County Arts 
Ajiience, South Central Mental 
Health, health department, etc., 


make up the balance 
The fire department will spend 
an estimated $31,000 during the 


coming year, with $22,000 of that 
going to salaries. The amount of 
$3,250 will be spent on supplies, and 
$2,000 will be the cost of repairs. It 
will also cost $1600 to maintain the 
fire telephones. 

The city pays $42,500 into the 
retirement program for employees 
and has allotted $40,000 for pay 
raises 

Capital expenditures are going to 
be limited to buying a new police car 
at $11,000, and making the down 
payment on a new street sweeper at 
$15,000 

Many expenses are classified as 
administrative and this category 1s 
budgeted at $214,000, It includes 
$50,000 for salaries, over $80,000 for 
insurance, $38,000 for payroll taxes 
and $10,000 for office expense 

The income for the above 
expenditures will come mostly from 
sales tax at $450,000, followed by 
sewer fees and revenue sharing, 
both at $110,000. Privilege licenses 
will bring in $80,000, and transfers 
from the water and electric 
department are pegged at $96,000. 
The hospital board is expected to 
generate $50,000 for the city, and the 
reserve center rent is set at $36,000 
and gas district funds at $25,000. 

Ad valorem tax and gasoline tax 
will each generate $45,000 and the 
recreation department input should 
be $22,000 from fees and concession 
sales. Police fines are projected at 
$18,000 and car tags at $11,000, 
Building fees will total $1500 if the 
year is a normal one, and the Senior 
Citizens program will generate 
$9,000 (from federal funds). 

fhe income total of $1,345,300 
will exceed the planned expendi- 
tures, leaving a surplus of $67,214. 
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
